Webb, former Baptist minister of 
Texas, who quit the ministry ard 
entered the realm of finance by 
founding ‘the United Hdéme Build- 
ers, a housing trust that had of- 
fices in St. Louis for a while, Sacks 
and Webb sold control of this or- 
ganization to the Hawkins Co., anc 
it was this connection, that made 
Sacks a defendant in the case. He 
was not mentioned_in the procecd- 
ings yesterday, but Webb’s name 
came in by the introduction of ur- 
gent letters he had written ‘to 
United Hor@ Bullders investors ad- 
vising them to exchange their

The Hawkins organization was a 
holding company for units called 
“welfare societies” in small towns, 
established to make collateral loans 
of $25 to $300 at interest of 30 per 
cent a year. Notwithstanding this 
high rate of interest the “‘litera- 
ture’ of the organization set forth 
that one of its purposes was ‘‘to 
save the needy from the oppressive 
loan shaek.”’ 

The company now is in bank- 
ruptcy, and the Government 
charges that about 6000 investors 
stand to lose about $6,000.900. 

Reports as to Hawkins. 

Its president, Morton 8. Haw- 
kins, one of the defendants, dais 
jumped his bond and is a fugitive 
from justice. There are reports, 
however, that he is in communica- 
tion with Government officials ‘o 
surrender on condition that he be 
admitted to bail. 

About a dozen witnesses were 
heard yesterday, men and women 
from all parts of the United States.

Colbeck made a general denial of 
Ray Renard’s story of the Staunton 
holdup.

Senator Lodge’s térm would 
have expired in 1928 and the wia- 
ner of the election two years hence 
will serve only until that time. 

Mr. Butler will qualify at Wash- 
ington in time to take his seat 
when Congress convenes on Dec. 1 

Wanted to Oppose Walsh. 

Butler, whose political activitics 
had been suspended for several 
years, was ready to take the field 
this fall for the Republican nom- 
ination for the Senate in opposi- 
tion to David I. Walsh, Democrat, 
but President Coolidge’s wieh tht 
the manufacturer undertake dire>- 
tion of the Republican national 
campaign brought him into the 
larger field as chairman of the n4- 
tional committee instead. The suc- 
cess of the Republican campaign 
was followed by a vacation intend- 
ed to iast two or three weeks, but 
Senator Lodge's grave illness cut 
it short. 

It had been understood that 
Butler would have a place in the 
new Cabinet of President Coolidge 
and that continued association with 
the President in this connection 
was desired by him, but the Sea- 
ator’s death changed the plans.

The naming of Mr. Butler was 
not unexpected. The only other 
person prominently mentioned in 
connection with the Senate vacancy 
was B. Loring Young, Speaker of 
the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
i sentatives, who stood aside from 
contest for the Republican nomi- 
nation for the Senate in the pri- 
ntaries thie fall. At that time it 
was said-that ir declining to seek

Trailed From Evins. 

Riding in a dilapidated Ford car, 
driven by a third man, Silvi and 
Gregori appeared in Elvins at 7:30 
a. m. tofay. The car stopped in 
front of the home of an uncle of 
Silvi, and Silv! inquired if the uncle 
was alone. When told that others 
were in the house, he did not enter 
and the three drove out of town. 

Deputy Sheriff Black, who is 
alzo City Marshal of Elvins, was 
informed of this and followed the 
car to Bismarck, where he encoun- 
tered Silvi and Gregori at $ o'clock 
jus¢ after they had visited a bar- 
ter shop and had inquired about 
the next southtound train.

“You can’t administer prohibi- 
tion enforcement by trying to in- 
terpret what alcoholic content 
makes a beverage intoxicating,” 
Volstead said. — 

“Tt was not the intention of th 
act to prohibit home making and 
consumption of fruit juice that will 
not become wine. A fruit juice 
will not develop any alcoholic con- 
tent without the use of sugar. Some 
persons would become intoxicated 
on a small percentage of alcoholic 
content, while others can consume 
large quantities of high content 
without exhibiting signs of intoxi- 
cation. 

“T do not feel that the ruling of 
Judge Soper will have any effect 
on prohibition enforcement.

FALL FROM PLANE 


Aviator Meets Same Fate 
as Wife Who Plunged to 
Death Performing ‘Loop’ 


in Texas.

TULSA, Ok., Nov. 13.—Cyle 
Horchem, whose aerial _ stunts, 
along with fhose of his wife, Ber- 
tha Dale Horchem, amazed and 
amused St. Louisans at the 1923 
national air meet, has paid the 
same penalty for daring that tis 
wife paid—he was killed in a fall 
from a plane. 

The accident occurs2d yesterday 
near Pumpkin Center, Ok., between 
Tulsa and Drumwright, while Hor- 
chem stodd on a wing of his craft, 
watching a student pilot at tae 
stick. 

The student, Jess Catron, of Sand 
Springs, Ok., related afterwards 
that Horchem shouted to him from 
the wing: “You're getting along 
fine: I'll let you pilot by yourselt.”’ 
Just *then Horchem reached to 
grasp the upper wing, but slipped. 
He caught the fuselage and slid 
back under the rush of air from 
the propellor. He seized the ru1d- 
der and momentarily saved hnim- 
self, but this action threw the plane

into a tail spin. 

Before Catron could straighten 
the craft it had dropped from 1500 
1000 feet, and in 
the meantime Horchem was shak- 
en loose. His body hurtiled to 
earth. 

Horchem’s stunts at an air car- 
nival at Drumwright Tuesday hai 
thrilled thousands of persons. He 
was returning to Tulsa yesterday. 
Wing stunts, parachute jumps and 
the whole catalog of “trick” ev9- 
lutions were in his entertainment 
list. Boyish enthusiasm and love 
of action marked him. 

His home was in Ransom, Kan.., 
and he was about 26 years old. Mrs. 
Horchem, who could do all the 
aerial stunts her husband could, 
was killed at San Antonio, Tex, 
March 2 last, when a wing of her 
plane crumpied as she went into a 
loop at 1200 feet, and fell. On 
July 5, 1923, at Lambert-St. Louw 
Field, St. Louis, she made an ef- 
ficial world’s altitude record for 
women, attamming the height of 16.- 
300 feet. She took her husband and 
two other passengers to St. Louis 
in her plane in the “On-to-®. 
Louis” race at the following air 
meet. She was 24.

LOOTED OF $1200 


Three Men Seen to Leave 
Place in Auto by Citizens 
of Town Awakened by 
the Pounding. 


The Bank of House Springs, at 
House Springs, Mo., was robbed 
early today of approximately 
$2000 in currency and negotiable 
securities by three men who looted 
its vault and escaped in an automo- 
bile headed for St. Louis.

He 
was awakened at 2 a. m. by the 
hammering on deposit boxes and 
saw a man standing on guard in 
front of the bank. Before Weber 
could obtain a gun the robbers had 
departed.

‘Be Patient,’ Says the 


Coming Executive, ‘It 


Took Me a Year to Get Here; There Are 
900 Jobs for 2000 Persons, or More So.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 13.— 


Governor-elect Baker had no illu- 
sions about the component ele- 
ments in the Baker and Repub- 
lican election ratification and jolli- 
fication in Jefferson City last night. 


He recognized that, in addition ‘¢o 
the very genuine testimonial from 
his neighbors and friends, Repub- 
licans and Democrats, a very large 
part of those who gathered in the 
hall of the House of Represen‘tu- 
tives were job seekers. 

The gathering of approximately 
1000 which followed a- torchlight 
parade included nearly @I1l the 
clerks in the State Capitol as well 
as most of the heads of depart- 
ments. Those who had jobs hoped 
to keep them under the new ad- 
ministration. Those present who 
did not have jobs wanted the joBs 
of those who had them. 

Baker, at the beginning of A 
shert speech of appreciation. gave 
his attention to the job seekers. 

“It has taken me a year of hard 
work to get the office of Govern- 
or,” he said, “and since the elec- 
tion I have been visited by a large 
number of persons who want posi- 
tions. It seems to me that you) 
ought to be willing to wait a month 
or two at least. Just be patient.” 

Then, in a tone which cast 
something of a damper on the 
spirits of many, he added: “In the 
song by the quartette a few min- 
utes ago, there was a line to the 
effect that there were 2000 jobs 
for 500 persons.

Two other planes 
of new design and marking a dis- 
tinct advance over psesent naval 
types, are to be constructed at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard. If the 
Honolulu flyer is satisfactory it is 
planned to equip these planes with 
the same motors and thus increase 
their radius of action.

EMMA GOLDMAN BITTERLY ~ 


BOLSHEVIKS 


Oppressed Masses of Russia Are Silenced More 
Than They Were Under The Czar, She 
Says at London Dinner.

LONDON, Nov. 


Goldman, who was deported from 
the United States in 1919 as an 
undesirable alien and now seeks 
asylum in England, was welcomed 


by 300 Britons to their country at 
a dinner given in her honor last 
night. Miss Goldman spent a con- 
siderable part of her exile in Rus- 
sia and last night she eloquently 
excoriated Russia’s soviet g0ov- 
ernment. She also declared that 
if she ever went back to the United 
States it would be on her own 
terms. 

The dinner-at which she spoke 
was presided over by Col. Josiah 
Wedgwood, a member of the Cab- 
inet in the late Government, and 
tribute was paid to her in speeches 
by Bertrand Russell, pacifist, who 
called her “one of the foremost 
friends of freedom in the world,” 
and Rebecca West, the writer, who 
praised her courage in “c'imbing 
down” after she had been disiltu- 
sioned in her two years’ stay in 
Russia. 

On Returning to America. 

“We are very grateful to Amer- 
ica,” remarked Miss West, “for the 
loan of Emma Goldman.” 

“A cable came tonight,” said 
Miss Goldman, “from the head im- 
migration commissioner of the 
tnited States which says I have 
been barred from the United Staces 
forever. Forever is a long time 
and it shows that the authorities 
in the United States are just as 
stupid as they were when I Icft 
five years ago.

If I ever go back to 


I think there is going 
to be a change in the United 
States, too, some day, just as there 
‘will be elsewhere. It may not be 


‘in my lifetime—but what differ- 


ence does it make whether I go 
back or others? Some day it will 
be a noble place, where all will 
work for the good of their fellow 
'men. There will be real freedom, 
economic, social] and humanitarian 


freedom, the most valuable thing 
in the world. What are privileges 
if you do not have liberty?” 

Miss Goldman began her speech 
by saying she had come to England 
seeking one of this country’s tra- 
ditional liberties—the right of asy- 
lum. Bertrand Russell held out lit- 
itle hope that she would receive it. 
He said that during the regime of 
the Conservative Government 
which preceded the Labor Govern- 
inent he had approached the For- 
eign Office, seeking asylum in En- 
gland for Miss Goldman, but the 
Foreign Office “turned her down 
indignantly.” 

Miss Goldman asked her audi- 
ence in case she was expelled to 
make themselves heard sufficient- 
ly “to rescue the right of asylum 
from the clutches of the enemy.” 

“Oppressed Masses Silent.” 

Then she continued: “I have 
come here to throw some light on 
Russia. I know the Russian sit- 
uation better than most people who 
have written about it. I know the 
language; I spoke for two years, 
with people high and low, and 4 
have come out to speak for the op- 
pressed masses of Russia, silenced 
as they never were under the Czar. 

“It is superstition that confuses 
the revolution with the ruling par-| 
ty of today; there are thousands in 
prisons and concentration camps in 
Russia, not for opposing the gov- 
ernment, but for opinion’s sake. To 
call the present soviet government 
a worker's experiment is the most 
preposterous Me ever told. The 
party in power has emasculated the 
revolution; it is slowly undermin- 
ing all that is. best in Russia. 

“My case against the Bolsheviks 
is not that they have been too revo- 
lutionary, but that they are not rev- 
olutionary enough. The Russian 
Bolsheviks are the arch-counter- 
revolutionaries of the world. For 
what is revolutionary that does not 
hold high ideals? All ideals have 
been discredited in Russia. 

‘The time has come when silence 
on the Russian situation makes you 
a party to the crimes which are be- 
ing committed there. Unless you 
understood the mistakes of Rus- 
sia in the past seven years, it is 
likely there will be repetitions else- 
where. 

“One hears remarks that the 
communist party is so 
Great Britain. Remember, it does 
not require many people to destroy 
things, but It takes a great many 
people to build things up.”

|'granting certificates and high 
| school opportunities for = the 
boys and girls of the State.’ 

“A well-trained teacher in every 
schoolroom would be our greatest 
educational asset,” he said. “At 
the present time there is consfider- 
able agitation about raising the re- 
quirements of the legal profession. 
Iam for it, but I do not think 
we need well-trained lawyers any 
more than we need well-trained 
teachers. 

“Tr there is one thing the de- 
partment is striving for above all 
other things during this adminis- 
tration, it is this, to make teaching 
rfore of a profession than it hase 
ever been. May I ask, did you 
| ever hear of anyone practicing law 
for three or four years before thev 
began teaching as a profession? Or 
| did you ever hear of anyone prac- 
'ticine medicine for three or four 
| years before they began teaching 

as their: life work? I maintain 
' that it takes just as much skill. 
just as much practice and a great 
| deal more patience to be a teacher 
than it does either to be a doctor 
or a lawyer.”

| Hornafjord district, stretching 
\along the southern coastline, has 
lone of the most difficult territories 
|to cover in the kingdom. His dis- 
trict embraces more than 100 
square miles, most of it in remote 
valleys or along the narrow str!p 
of coast. It is surrounded by huge 
mountains, many of them active 
volcanoes, scores of glaciers and 
great snowflelds, and in the 
course of each inspection he must 
cross more than 100 rivers, few of 
which are bridged at any time of 
the year. 

His Dangerous Journeys. 

In the spring these rivers, fed 
by the big glaciers that wind down 
nearly every valley, become swol- 
len torrents, and it is often hours 
before the doctor can find a safe 
ford for his pony. The usual in- 
spection trip, made every few 
weeks, requires at least nine days, 
and sometimes a fortnight. 

In addition, ‘although Iceland is 
an unusually healthy country with 
few serious diseases, unexpected 
calls are frequently made for the 
physician, who must atart out at 
any hour of the day or night, 
usually preceded by a guide sent 
by the patient himself. 

Accidents frequently occur in the 
fish drying sheds aiong-the coast, 
or among the herders in the moun- 
tain valleys, and as the district 
physician is the only one within 
hundreds of miles, he must be 
ready on cal] at any time. 

Stout Pony Carries Him. 

His trips are always made on 
the stout Icelandic ponies, capable 
of carrying large loads over great 
distances without fatigue. 

But few af the diseases known in 
the cities of the world are met 
with in this remote district of 
‘South Ireland, shut off as it is 
from close contact even with other 
'districts of the kingdom. 

No case of venereal disease ever 
has been reported at Hornafjord, 
and epidemics are unknown. Bron-| 
chial troubles, however, are rather | 
frequent, and there have recently | 
been some cases of pulmonary tu- | 
| berculosis.
